The sets are being de- 
algned by Eric Smith, A South 
African living in Israel for the 
past five years, he is today a 
top set designer for the Israelt 
theatre. In fact Godik was so 
impreseed with his many ideas 
and his professional competence 
that Eric Smith has already done 
the sets for the three shows of 
Godik Productions new run- 
ning (“Kataki,”’ "Butterflies Arc 
Free” and “Solomon, the Wisest 
of Men"). Choreography is by 
Yankele Kaluski, with lighting by 
Ben-Zion Munitz, 

Thus Godik has broken with 
his previous policy of bringing 
over members of the production 
team from New York or London. 
He thinks that there are enough 
talented people in Israel for these 
jobs, and. does not see why one of 
the country’s leading repertory 
theatrical companies chose to im- 
port an American choreographer 
for ἃ Hebrew musical.
